His plea was that when he had done three 
days he supposed it was all, end that the 
pathmaster never notified him of the number, 
besides three days was all he had done last 
year for the same assessment. It wad proved 
by the clerk that four days were returned as 
done last year, and the pathmaster stated he 
had told him that he had more work to do. 
Some strong swearing was done. Judgment 
for the plaintiff, Ferguson having to pay $1 
for the day's work not done end $6.25 costs. 
This should be a warning to all parties who 
refuse to do statute labor. 

James Blakely made complaint against 
Chas. W. Bacon for assault and battery. The 
difficulty aroveout of an old cause of trouble— 
possession and ownership of a lot ‘of land. 
Blakely, who is « brother-in-law of Bacon, 
got possession through his father-in-law, who, 
‘before his death, willed it to the defendant. 
There had been trouble abont it before in the 
6th Division Court, Blakely #till ‘holding 
possession. (On Friday night, the #th, by 
some means the fence along the road was 
thrown down. Saturday morning complain- 
ant was putting itup. Bacon came along 
and sought %o stop him, first, by words, 
second, by threats, third, by taking hold of 
him, all occurting on the public road. Sev- 
eral witnesses wore examined establishing the 
above facta. Judgment for the complainant, 
Bacon paying $1 fine and $7.45 costs. He 
seemed to think that dlaiming the land by 
title he had a rigitt to do ashe had. He is 
now probelily e Wiser but a sadder man. 

Imumélliately on the closing of the above 
cane Baron made affidavit that from threats 
made by Blakely he was afraid of damage to 
propérty, and Blakely was bound over to keep 
the peace in the sum of $200 and twewareties 
of $100 each. 

Mrs. Maria Blackburn made complaint that 
hér son-in-law, Alex.

Welsh's évidence 
went to show that he had worked 59 days on 
the Wilson Block, for the same parties, for 
which they peid him $1.75 per day. That 
he went te work at the church without any 
arrangement for wages, expecting however 
the same rate. After working eight days he 
wae paid off with the other hands employed, 
but they only consented to pay him §1.25, 
besides discharging him. He stated no com- 
plainte were made of the quality of his work, 
but some grumbling as to quantity. He 
Claimed the balance due, $i. The elder Re- 
tallick being away his son appeared and stat. 
bie father told him that only §1.25 had 
peid Welsh on the Wilson Block, and 
Vhat he had been paid all he was entitled to. 
He asked that the suit should be laid over 
to Friday until his father returned, which 
was granted by the magistrate.

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There is soon to set sail from London for 
New York s new and remarkable little 
steamer of 70 tons gross burden, named the 
Anthracite, designed to exhibit the advanced 
engineering ideas of Mr. Loftus Perkins, of 
England. The distinctive peculiarities of 
thin steamer are the yery high steam pres- 
sure that she carries—350 to 500 Ib. to the 
square inch, and the small consumption of 
fuel—one pound cf coal per hour per borse 
power. A trial trip of this new little boat 
waa lately made of 46 miles, during which 
350 |b. steam re was steadily main- 
tained, 13 revolutions per minute of pro- 

ler, and a speed of ei AS baste per hour, 

her vessels, some of t size than the 
above, have been beilt on the Perkins 
system, and are running in . One 
of them, the yacht Emily, carries 500 Ib. 
boiler pressure. Most of our readers are 
familiar with Mr, Perkins’ system, which

The change from thiee pounds of 
coal to one pound per power means a 
saving of two thirds in the coal bill, which 
is always an enormous item in the expenses 
of large boate, We ought to add that an- 
other peculiarity of the Avthracite is that 
she uses the same boiler water over and 
over, only o trifle of fresh water being 
supplied to make good the slight waste.

medical men how heavily weighed a woman 


is, how mach more energy she must require” 


to carry her to fetual evecess in « profession, 
and bow certain it is, sccordingly, that only 
a few exceptionally ndowed individuals can 
ever epter into those jiste which are so 
fiercely Bat why not let conveni. 
ence and general utility be the rale here as 
in all other matters? Every new piece of 
machinery in the manufacturing Hiatricte 
has been mobbed aod wrecked at ite first in- 
troduction, just as thefemale students would 
have Hieen om one cccasion bad the gentle- 
men of the profession had their way ; bat 
the machine, if it isa good one, always tri- 
umphs in the end.

subject; but neture herself may be surely 
allowed to bear testimony on such a joint, 
I cannot imagine it to be desirable in acy 
way that women should get over their sense 
vf personal delicacy even with their doctor.

My Trans-Atlantic Trip. 


The steam ship Colina is said to be a good 
vessel, fast, and the commander to be a 
worthy man, These decide me to take pase- 
age by her, as nobody knows what is to 
happen on a dangerous sea voyage, and that 


‘from Canada to Britain is attended with the 


greatest risks owing to reefs, fogs, and ice- 
bergs. The highest rate of insurance has to 
be paid by this route. It is therefore of great 
importance to have confidence in the captain, 
in the sea worthiness of the veasel, and in 
the owners. 


Four-legged passengers pay best. Self rules 
and bipeds have to accommodate themselves 
to circumstances, The cargo consists of wheat, 
flour, corn, butter, and 340 head of cattle. 
These are fed on hay and meal, and 8,000 
gallons of water are required for them daily, 
which is procured from the sea by condensa- 
tion, 


The Captain and officers are fine fellows. 
No drink is used on board. If I cannot prom- 
enade the deck I have the saloon all to my- 
self, and I have no intention that time shall 
hang heavy on my hands, or that the singn- 
larity of my position shall be felt to bea 
stupid thing. How maryellons the feats of a 
small serew! It drives 4,000 tons through 
the water at the rate of twelve miles an hour. 
How much more marvellous is the swell of 
ocean! It never rests, and as it passes along 
under the winds and waves in « different 
direction the 4,000 tons are rolled almost 
without effort. ;

Newfoundland ought to be termed Desola- 
tion land, for a bleaker or more barren scene 
I never witnessed. This is my fourth voyage 
round its shores, but the first time I had 
really seen them. Suddenly at midnight of 
our fifth day out the fog came down, the fog 
whistle screamed, and the steamer was put on 
quarter epeed. An Wour afterwards all on 
board were startled by a shiver all over the 
vessel and a backing at full speed. It had 
ran up ten feet on an iceberg that towered 
above the masthead, which is 150 feet high. 
It was very providential that we were running 
so slowly and that the berg was so glassy, 
else none would have lived to tell the tale. 
The captain had never experienced the like. 
I propose a new industry—the formation of a 
company to fit out steam tugs to take these 
blocks (from the palace of the ice king) and 
supply the cities on the seaboard with that 
summer luxury. One of them would be an 
Eldorado to the successful undertaker. 


MAGNETISM. 


What mystery envelopes this great power 
in mature! It lives in land, ea, eit, and 
iron ships. We have four compasses on board. 
The presence of iron makes the Captain's wae- 
less. The compass for the helrmaman has this 
influence neutralized by three large magnets 
around it. The triped compass, elevated 30 
feet above the deck, is chiefly relied on; yet 
it will be some degrees different from the true 
position, The conmpess forthe helm ranges 
up to 14 degrees farther off, and the vari- 
ation of the compass may add ax many.as 14 
degters tore of difference. These are con- 
stantly chatging with the latitude and longi- 
tude. The violent dash of a wave may wake 
an additional deviation.
